On behalf of Dade Heritage Trust, I am writing to encourage the Villagers 
to support the grant request presented by Ann Marie Clyatt and the Miami 
High Alumni Association for restoration funding of the Old Miami High 
Bungalow restoration. 

As you know, this structure is incredibly important to our community’s 
history. Built in 1905, this wood frame bungalow is the oldest high 
school building in all of Miami-Dade County! Dade Heritage Trust, the 
Miami High Alumni and the City of Miami worked incredibly hard over 
the last two years to prevent its demolition by a developer of a proposed 
highrise. After countless hours of negotiating, legal contract writing, 
lobbying commissioners, fundraising and planning, we successfully 
relocated the Old Miami High Bungalow three blocks away to Southside 
Park, just off Coral Way. 

Southside Park, located off Brickell, near the Coral Way Publix and 
Metrorail, is a little gem desperately in need of a community center. The 
Old Miami High Bungalow will be a wonderfully useful structure once it 
is restored, exhibiting Old Miami High’s history, serving as office space 
for the park ranger and providing activities and resources for the many 
residents of the neighborhood. 

Dade Heritage Trust is pleased that the City of Miami has agreed to fund 
S350,000 of this $640,800 project. The Miami High Alumni raised over 
$41,000 with a fundraiser at the Seaquarium. Dade Heritage Trust plans 
to submit a Special Category grant application to the state in May, but 
funding for next year from Tallahassee is looking grim as the legislature is 
now slashing preservation revenue. 

So far, we have raised enough money to relocate the Old Miami High 
bungalow, build a new foundation in the park, and restore its roof and 
front porch. But much more is needed to complete the restoration and 
make the building serviceable. 
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
